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In our last, we gave a short statement about 
the course of rotation of crops, followed by some 
of the farmers in Ontario Co., N. Y. Since 
then, we find an article embracing this subject, 
with some others, in the December number of 
the Horticulturist. 

In giving an account of the farming opera- 
tions of Mr. Lurman, a gentleman who has a 
large farm near Baltimore, and who manages 
very successfully, we find that he pursues a 
similar rotation. 

We extract the following which illustrates 
this part of his operatiohs ; though the whole 
article is instructive and shows how successful 
a combination of capital, system, and energy, 
may be in farming. 

‘*Mr. Lurman farms four hundred of his six 
hundred acres, entirely with free labor, as more 
profitable than slaves, in the field. His routine 
of cropping, on the old Pennsylvania plan, is as 
follows :— 

The farm is in five fields, varying from 80 to 
100 acres. He breaks up the pasture field in 
the fall and plaf&ts it with corn in the spring. 
The ensuing spring it is ploughed up, and one- 
half isseeded with barley, and one-half with oats. 

When these crops are off, it is ploughed deep- 
ly with three-horse ploughs for wheat, which is 
seeded frum the 20th of September to the 5th 
of October, when 300 Ibs. to the acre of the 
best Peruvian guano has been put on. 

The ensuing spring, say in March, red clover 
is sown on the wheat ; the first crop of clover 
hay thus comes the fourth year after commenc- 
ing the system. The second crop of clover is 
cut for seed if the season is favorable; if not it 
is pastured, occasionally by droves of cattle 
going eastward, the owners of which all know 
Mr. L.’s superior fields; the pasture is greatly 
benefited by droppings, and a revenue also ob- 
tained. 

The fifth year the field is permitted to rest in 
pasture. The consequenee of this system is 
that we always have 

One field in corn, 
oats and barley, 
wheat, 
clover and timothy, 
pasture. 
So that every fifth year the land returns to the 
same crop ; the advantage of this system is, that 
by giving two spring ploughings for the corn 
and oats and barley crops, and one in the fall 
succeeding the spring ploughing, when the field 
is put in wheat, the soil is thoroughly pulver- 
ized and weeds exterminated. 

In breaking up new soil, it is proper to put 
fifty to one hundred bushels of oyster-shell or 
stone lime to the acre, and ten to twenty bush- 
els of bone-dust thoroughly pulverized, which 
in practice is found to be more efficacious than 
bones dissolved in acid. The manure of the 











farm is also composted, spread, and plowed in.’’

CURCULIO. 

Mr. Epitor :—As Fruit Growers in New 
Brunswick, we are comparatively young and in- 
experienced, but are trying to learn and get 
what information we can. We sometimes read 
theories and receive advices through the medium 
of agricultural periodicals, which to us in New 
Brunswick, seems to be of little use. I will 
trouble you with but one instance for the pres- 
ent, viz: It is said ‘‘that the way to prevent the 
Curculio from destroying the plum, is to watch 
for the injured fruit,—destroy the same, and 
thus prevent the insect within from coming to 
maturity and doing injury to the fruit the follow- 
ing spring.” Now this is quite a mistake, or 
will not apply to our province, for, in the spring 
of 1855, I grafted upon some stalks of the red 
plum, (which, bye the bye, never produced any 
thing but leaves and blight for the last five 
years) a few scions of the egg plum, which grew 
thriftily, and this spring blossomed and put 
forth fruit, upon which Isoon however observed 
a small speck, and the whole was ultimately de- 
stroyed, one plum alone excepted. NowI had 
never raised any plums previously for the insect 
to destroy, nor had there ever been any plums 
of the kind raised within miles of where my gar- 
den is located, so that there was no fruit for the 
insect to come out of, but when the young fruit 
began to swell, the beetle found its way thither 
and commenced the work of destruction. 

Can you inform us if the insect travels up the 
stalk of the tree, and if s0, would not its pro- 
gress be stopped by giving the bark a coat of 
tar? Or does it approach the young fruit upon 
the wing? And if so, can any thing be done to 
keep the enemy at a respectful distanes ?

Nor. So it seems our neighbors in New 
Brunswick are not exempt from the ravages of 
the curculio. The result of our correspondent’s 
experiment proves that, although the curculio 
prefers plums, he can nevertheless and does live 
on something else when plums are not to be had. 
Hence he had been living in that neighborhood 
without plums until the grafting and blossoming 
of the egg plum, when he was Teady to pounce 
upon and destroy them. This insect has wings 
and can fly like a bird. He flies in the night, 
too. What then is the necessity of his creeping 
up the stem of the tree? No doubt destroying 
the punctured plums will prevent the increase 
of curculios, but if they liveon other food than 
that ot plums, destroying all tho plums will not 
destroy all the curculios, They will probably 
continue to bafile the fruit grower until more is 
known of their habits and mode of life. [Ep.

KENNEBEC COUNTY AG. SOCIETY. 
REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 
On Crops. 
To the Trustees of the Kennebec County Agricul- 
tural Society. 

GentLemen :—-The past season has been one 
of singular results in regard to most of the 
crops cultivated among us. The spring and the 
summer were propitious to the germination and 
to the growth of seed, and the good growth of 
almost every kind of vegetation led the farmer 
to anticipate an abundant harvest. In this he 
was much disappointed, for, notwithstanding 
the good growth of the crops, the rains and the 
fogs of the~ latter part of the season, injured 
them very much, and the harvest was in most 
cases very light indeed. To” this fact we at- 
tribute the reason why there were so few entries 
made for the premiums which were offered on 
the various crops. 

There were no entries for your premiums on 
wheat, corn, ryeand oats. Three competitors 
appeared fur your premiums on barley, viz :— 
S. N. Watson, of North Fayette; S. H. Rich- 
ardson, of Readfield, and Samuel G. Fogg of 
Readfield. 

According to the statements of cach, their 
respective crops were as follows :—Mr. Watson, 
harvested from one half acre, twenty-three 
bushels per half acre, and Mr. Fogg harvested 
from one acre thirty-seven bushels. 

Mr. Richardson is not so full in his state- 
ments as we could desire, as it regards the ex- 
pense of the crop, but as it appears that he was 
successful in obtaining the largest crop per acre 
(46 bu.) we feel bound to award to him the 
first premiam. ToS. N. Watson we award the 
second premium. 

But few competitors have come forward for 
your premiums on Root crops. Tho return of 
the potato rot has been exceedingly disastrous 
to that crop, and no one applied for the premi- 
ums offeréd by you on that crop. 

Your premium on carrots we award to S. N. 
Watson, of Fayette, for his crop of 80 bushels 
on 4 of anacre. Wealso award to him your 
premium on ruta bagas of 80 bu. on 4 of an 
acre. 

These crops would not have been considered 
extra in common years, but considering all the 
disasters of the season on crops in general, we 
think it doing very well. Your second pre- 
miums on these and other crops of the kind, 
have not been awarded, for the reason there was 
no competitor worthy to take them. 

On Compost. But one claimant appears for 
your premium on compost heap, viz: Mr. 
Horace Parlin, of East Winthrop. From his 
statements of his process and success in his 
operation, we are induced to award him your 
first premium on compost. 

Mr. Parlin’s statement is herewith submitted. 
As there was no other competitor, your second 
premium offered on compost has not been award- 
ed. § Respectfully yours, E. Homes,

Mr. Parutn’s Statement. 

In preparing my compost manure, the mate- 
rial I use is muck, dug a year before using, and 
decomposed by mixing lime slacked in brine as 
strong as can be made, four bushels to the cord, 
several weeks before using. 

My cattle are tied up during the summer, and 
each day, as much of this prepared muck thrown 
behind them as will absorb their urine. Once 
a week, the heap is leveled to the back side of 
the shed, which is 16 ft. wide, covered with 
muck, and wet with wager from the wash-room, 
with occasionally a coating of plaster. 

Lime and ashes should not be used with rich 
manure. 

I have a space under my stable floor, some 
three feet deep, which 1 fill with mack and ex- 
change once a year. 

Of this manure I have made, with four cows 
and a horse, 40 loads of 45 bushels each, from 
the Ist of June to the lst of November.

CLEARING AND DRAINING MARSH LANDS. 

The reclaiming of marshes is a matter of 
much importance to those countries whose farms 
are disfigured by such waste places. They are 
not, like wood-lots, constantly increasing in 
value, but are wholly useless, and often the 
source of malaria, injurious to all within its in- 
fluence. And when cleared and drained, they 
become the most easily cultivated and produc- 
tive portion of the farm, often paying, in a 
single year the whole expense of bringing them 
into condition for cropping. 

Ditching may, in most instances, be best 
performed in autumn, but the work of clearing 
then commenced can be continued in winter, as 
long as the depth of the snow will permit. The 
bushes will cut easier then—the timber of shrubs 
growing in such places generally proving brittle 
when frozen. In a black alder swamp consider- 
able fuel may be saved—the fine brush may be 
left in heaps to dry until early summer. As 
soon as drained and cleared most farmers sow 
with oats and stock with timothy and red-top, 
with no other cultivation than a thorough har- 
rowing. A fine sod will soon form, either for 
pasture or mowing—or the land may be cul- 
tivated in corn, potatods, and different spring 
grains.

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SWEDISH HORSES.

‘In Sweden the floors of the stables are 
planked, and the planks are perforated with 


bare boards being the only bedding allowed. To 
this lodging the Swedes attribute the soundness 
of their horses’ feet, as it is quite uncommon to 
meet with a lame or foundered horse in Sweden 
which has been so stabled.’’ 

This practice, no doubt, begins with the foal. 
Hence the enduring soundness of the feet. Here- 
tofore we have argued the filthy practice in dis- 
easing the feet. 

Nothing more need be said upon this point. 
It appears neither cushions for the feet nor bed- 
ding for the body are used in Sweden, but their 
horses are made hardy by omitting these kind 
practices. Is it nota mistaken kindness that 
we deal so largely with bedding ? 

A few years since nothing short of a feather 
bed was tolerated, even in mid-summer. Now 
it is hsuks, hair, hazle, straw, or the soft side of 
a pine floor, in preference. If you happen to 
visit a friend to tarry over night, and to take a 
sweat in advance, just take a peep into the fat, 
plump feather-bed—or, take the reality and 
plunge in—to dream of warm water rain storms, 
or of drowning in your own perspiration—and 
waking unrefreshed, to find yourself an exhaust- 
ed mass of vitality. 

The comparison is not inapt; hard beds for 
man and hard floors for horses, in either case, 
to promote health. An elm plank floor or oak 
is cheaper and better than pine for horse stalls. 
All deulers and raisers of horses may learn a 
good lesson from the Swedish paragraph.

Suetter Wantep. Shelter is a want of the 
first necessity in our climate of cold and storm, 
and no farmer may neglect, with any show of 
economy, sundry provisions of this nature. A 
portion of these wants are everywhere conceded, 
others are carelessly forgotten and neglected.— 
We often see farms upon which no provision 
has been made for the shelter of a portion of the 
stock through the winter. Sheep, colts, young 
cattle, and perhaps the cows, are left to shiver 
unprotected. Does the farmer know that he 
can ill afford the loss which results? To keep 
an animal exposed to the weather in good order 
requires nearly double the food necessary when 
comfortably sheltered ; and the increased value 
of the manure will repay the trouble attending 
the extra care then required. There is a heavy 
loss in the exposure of manures to the weather. 
The chief value of a fertilizer lies in that part 
which water will dissolve. Let it lie and leach 
through the winter and spring, and a good share 
of its worth is gone ; shelter it in beds and cel- 
lars, and a saving will be made—proving this 
the truest economy where manure is valued and 
good crops desired. [Evening Post.

When I wish to fatten a poor horse, 
I put his stable in a clean and neat condition, 
and commence by giving him small feeds of 
corn or oats, (whichever he takes best,) every 
two hours, from the time of rising in the morn- 


always eat with a relish, and be hungry for the 
next meal. At no time do I suffer his food to 
lay by him ; if he leaves any I take it from him 
For the 
first ten days 1am careful not to let him get 
quite all he will eat. There is no better way 
of getting a horse's appetite up to the fattening 
point than to feed very often of good, clean 
feed. By paying strict attention for ten days, 
you will have him fairly under way ; and this 
is the most difficult part of the task. If at any 
time he gets cloyed, so that he refuses to eat, 
let him stand till he get hungry. 

During this time his stable must be kept clean 
and comfortable. He should have but little 
hay, but as much pure soft water ashe will 
drink three times a day. Salt all the timo at 
his will. He must be curried thoroughly once 
every day. Few men curry a horse as it should 
be done. Take your currycomb firmly in your 
hand and with it make a quick motion back 
and forth, pass all over your horse, getting to 
the skin, and removing the dirt therefrom ; then 
pass all over more gently with comb and brush, 
replacing the hair, and finish with the naked 
hand—putting every hair to its place. 

Never give medicine of any kind—you can 
succeed better without. If I wished to reduce 
a horse in flesh in the least possible time, I 
should bleed and physic. If you have the time 
to spare it will be better employed in scalding 
or grinding your grain, and feeding warm 
mashes, &c. It appears that friend Munson has 
little faith in our no-doctoring advice. If he 
finds the oil to answer, I advise him to stick to 
it, for if he does nothing worse than to pour a 
pint of grease down a horse that has a touch 
of belly-ache, he will hardly lose any. I have 
known it employed for thirty years—it is like 
mush to a stone bruise—does neither good nor 
harm. [Prairie Farmer. 





Tue Dome or rue Caritor. The great dome 
of the Capitol is advancing as fast as the forty 
to fifty men employed on and about it can per- 
form their work. The first of the four ranges of 
panels which will encircle the finished rotunda 
within is about half in place, being set on the 
brick work laid upon the inward projection of 
the great stone wall which forms the solidity of 
the whole structure. These panels are seventy- 
two in number, and they are individually set in 
the best brick with hydraulic cement, keyed 
and clamped so as to make them as firm as pos- 
sible. The great circular stone wall is also 
undergoing a process of iron clamping, by which 
the mass will be rendered as compact as it is in 
the nature of such a wall to be. Its great 
weight constitutes the stability of the mighty 
projected dome. It is on this wall that the first 
round of cast iron pillars are to stand, of which 
a single one already stands on the east wall of 
the capitol. There will be 36 of these pillars, 
each 25 feet 8 inches in height. It requires no 
very lengthened or minute examination of this 
work to form an idea of its vastness, boldness 
and grandeur, which completed, will reflect on 
the designer, achitect, constructor, and all in- 
deed concerned, a halo of well merited renown.

DUCKS IN CHINA. 

It is well-known that a considerable portion 
of the inhabitants of China dwell in floating 
houses, or rather in boats, with large and con- 
venient cabins, where men, women and children 
may be seen in abundance, having no other 
home, and gaining a slender livelihood by some 
occupation that does not require a residence on 
terra firma. Inthe neighborhoods of Canton, 
many of the owners of these movable dwellings 
employ themselves in rearing ducks; and the 
sagacity which these animals exhibit is remark- 
able. Every morning they are allowed to leave 
their habitation, and indulge in their aquatic 
amusements ; and sometimes five or six hundred 
of these noisy creatures are seen sporting on the 
waters near one of these floating duck pens. 
They never stray far from their homes—and the 
sound of a little tinkling bell seems to produce 
a magical effect. 

The moment the first sound of the bell is 
heard, the ducks hasten towards their home with 
astonishing swiftness, and the commotion thus 
instantaneously produced in their rank, is amus- 
ing enough, each one being apparently anxious 
to outstrip his companions in the race—and 
such a scene of shoving, swimming, flying and 
gabbling is seldom secn among ducks, in any 
other part of the world than China. This 
prompt obedience on the part of Mhese stupid 
water fowl, 1s the result of education ; and the 
means used, although exceedingly efficient, are 
very simple. 

The last duck which reaches the boat is inva- 
riably seized by the duck-master general, and is 
compelled to undergo a severe drubbing with a 
bamboo cane—and the fear of this punishment, 
which they are exceedingly desirous to avoid, 
ensures the most perfect order and obedience 
among these animals, which have been consid- 
ered among the most stupid of the feathered cre- 
ation. 

This mode of managing ducks is somewhat 
similar to that just and humane expedient re- 
sorted to on board of some of the English ships 
of war, and for aught we know, American also, 
to induce the men to hasten on deck with all 
possible despatch, when all hands are called to 
quarters, or for and other purpose. A boat- 
swain’s mate is.stationed at the hatchway, and 
those who happen, through negligence, indo- 
lence or accident, to be at the fag end, are sure 
to get a severe ‘‘starting.’’ [Portfolto. 








Marine Losses. The record vf American 
vessels, totally lost with their cargoes, as re- 
ported for the month of November, is 9 ships, 
2 barques, 7 brigs and 8 schooners. The value 
of the vessels is estimated at $627,000, and of 
the cargoes, $948,000, and the total value of 
vessels and cargoes is set down at $1,575,000. 
The ships lost were the Silas Wright, S. M. 
Fox, and Louisiana, of New York; the Rio 
Grande, and Lady Franklin, of Bath ; Celia, of 
Kennebunk ; North Star, of New London ; Col. 
Cutts, of New Orleans ; and Julia Howard, of 
Southport, Conn, The barques were the Ucta- 
via, of Portland, and Three Brothers, of Boston. 
Two of the brigs were large vessels, valued, the 
Pamaho, of Deer Isle, at $30,000, and the 
Ciudad Bolivar, of New York, at $20,000. The 
most valuable cargoes were those of the Silas 
Wright, and S.M. Fox, valued at $300,000 
each, and the Lady Franklin, $80,000.

THE NAUTILUS, 

The New York Courier says that Major Sears 
has invented a machine called the Nautilus, 
which entirely supercsdes the necessity for the 
use of the old cumbrous and inefficient appli- 
ances in Submarine operations ; and on Thure- 
day, 13th ult. in response to invitations from the 
American Nautilus and Submarine Company, a 
large number of Merchants and Scientific gentle- 
men took an excursion to witness the operations 
of one of the Nautilus Machines, On the way 
to the Core, Major Sears made an address to the 
guests, and by means of working models ex- 
plained the principles of the invention. The 
speaker illustrated its capabilities foggper forming 
Submarine operations of any kind, “and at the 
close of his remarks was roundly cheered. 

After the discussion of a fine collation, a com- 
pany of officers, deputed by the U.S. Navy 
Department at Washington, descended in the 
Nautilus. While under water they hitched on 
a block of stone weighing 5 tans and contain- 
ing 50 cubic feet, returning with it to the sur- 
face in 4 min. 30 seconds, After moving through 
the water about 30 feet, they descended again, 
deposited the stone and returned to the surface, 
having been in the bell 9 min. 37 seconds. 
After this trip, ladies and gentlemen descended 
a dozen together, and expressed themselves 
highly gratified with their experience. 

The apparatas isa combination of a reser- 
voir, charged with condensed air by a steam air 
pump, stationed at the surface, and connected 
by flexible hose with the Nautilus, which is in 
the water. The apparatus may be in various 
forms ; the present is an inverted truncated cone 
with aspherical top. Itis about ten feet in 
diameter at the largest part, and eight feet in 
height. It is made entirely of boiler iron of 
great thickness. Itis independent of suspen- 
sion, and floats at the will of the operator. 
There are chambers on both sides of the machine 
into which water is admitted when it is desired 
to sink the machine. By opening a value at 
the top, connected with the hose from the reser- 
voir, air is admitted of sufficient density to 
counter-balance the density of the water out- 
side. The requisite density is determined by 
proper gauges placed in the side of the operating 
chamber. 

In order to lift weights, a bar with swivel- 
hook is passed across the bottom. Affixing this 
hook toa stone or other weight, the water- 
valves are opened, and condensed air from the 
reservoir js admitted to the chambers. This 
expulsion of water, exercises a lifting power 
exactly equal to the weight of the water ex- 
pelled. As soon as the object is lifted from the 
bottom, movement in any direction may be 
made to deposit the weight, and water agaia 
is admitted. e 

The connection with the air reservoir being 
always closed, except when air is being admitted, 
the air previously admitted is allowed to escape 
by a valve, arranged for the purpose. The 
water being again admitted, az stated, causes 
the apparatus to sink and the weight to be de- 
posited. The perfect command which the 
operator has over the movements of the Nautilus, 
permits the deposit to be made with the greatest 
nicety. 

As steam cannot be carried under water, air 
of the same density, it is found, may be used as 
a motive power below the surface, and applied 
to the working of rock drills, sawing of piles, 
&e., bya small engine inside the operating 
chamber, to which the condensed air is carried 
by hose in the same manner as steam is carried 
from the steam boiler to the cylinder. By an 
arrangement of a chamber upon the side of 
the Nautilus, holes may be bored in the timbers 
of a sunken ship, in which eye bolts may be 
attached, which being subsequently filled with 
powerfully condensed air from the reservoir, 
will raise the vessel. The lifting force is in- 
credible. 

The Nautilus is also available in laying ma- 
sonry under water. The amount of masonry 
laid by the ordinary diving-bell, averages four 
hundred and fifty cubic feet perday. There may 
be laid with the Nautilus thirty-five hundred 
cubic feet a day—at a cost of thirty-five dollars, 
which is considerably less than the ordinary cost 
of masonry laid out of water. 

By the aid of the Nautilus the topography of 
the bottom of bays and rivers can be ascertained 
with ease, the heaviest masonry for sea walls 
and fortifications laid without difficulty, and 
sunken vessels, of large tunnage, may speedily 
be brought to the surface. 

The Nautilus itself costs about four thousand 
dollars, but for the engines and other appliances 
all complete, six or seven thousand dollars will 
be required. [Boston Traveller.

Warertnc Trovens. Mr. J. B. Turner of 
Illinois in a communication to the Prairie Far- 
mer, recommends large iron kettles for watering 
troughs. He says he has used them some years 
for that purpose and considers no ‘‘other trough 
fit for watering cattle.’”’ He also recommends 
small kettles of a spider or skillet form, to be 
set round to feed or water a standing horse in, 
oran occasional pig or two. There is decided 
point in the close of Mr. P.’s recommendation, 
wherein he says that‘‘if farmers would purchase 
a few of these kettles of different sizes for such 
uses, to stand about the place, they would find 
them the cheapest utensils, in the long run, 
they could obtain, and it would save them the 
trouble of running all over the neighborhood to 
borrow, every time they killed hogs or made 
soap.’’ : 





If 
not, listen to advice, and if it is possible, intro- 
duce it—either set a ram or a windmill, or one 
of the self-acting wells; or lay a pipe from a 
spring on the hill ; or throw @ dam across the 
brook and lay a pipe from that—some how or 
other manage to have flowing water and plenty 
of it, so as not to drive your stock to the brook, 
or have to pump, or turn a crank half a day 
to draw water for them.

The liberality of the Canadian Parliament, 
toward the agricultural interests, and the ad- 
vance of production, as proved in the statistics 
quoted in our last, are certainly very encourag- 
ing to the inhabitants of Canada. It is evident, 
however, even to a passing stranger, that it will 
take a long while before all its inhabitants will 
be aroused to the full measure of the productive 
power of the country. There are there, now, and 
probably will be for many years to come, two 
distinct classes of people. ‘These are the Cana- 
dian French, and the Anglo Saxon. The origi- 
nal Canadian French, in spite of their as- 
sociation with those of Anglo Saxon origin, still 
cling to their old habits, and resist too success- 
fully all the encroachments of modern improve- 
ments. In this class we do not include all of 
French origin, for there are many there who 
are all French, and full of the ‘‘gallie fire’’ and 
energy of that gallant people, and are ever ready 
to.embark in any enterprise that promises 
either honor or emolument, but some how or 
other, we cannot now explain why, the Cana- 
dian French, as we call them, appeared to us to 
form a distinet people, an entirely of different 
class from the others, and have less energy and 
ambition, and are more strongly wedded to 
ancient customs and usages. 

It will be hard work to arouse these up so as 
to keep step with the march of improvement. 
The Secretary Mr. Evans in a little work which 
he has just published, entitled ‘‘Review of the 
Agriculture of Lower Canada,” and which we 
have perused with much pleasure, seems aware 
of this difficulty, and makes the following sug- 
gestions: 

‘**A part, says he, ‘‘of the public funds appro- 
priated by the Legislature, might be devoted to 
encourage improvements in the defective system 
of agriculture prevailing to so great an extent 
in the seigniories of Lower Canada, and by es- 
tablishing a pattern farm carried on in the 
midst of them, sanctioned and approved by ag- 
ricultural societies, chosen by themselves, it 
could not fail to produce a most salutary effect, 
where it is the most required.’’ Ile adds: 
‘*Farmers will not always close their eyes to im- 
provements that are proved to be practicable and 
profitable, particularly if proven so by estab- 
lishments such as proposed and to which they 
should at all times have access.”’ 

A son of Mr. Evans has recently opened an 
agricultural warehouse, over St. Ann’s market, 
which we visited. The proprietor is collecting 
a good assortment of Agricultural implements. 
We were particularly interested in the examina- 
tion of some genuine /ongwaisted Scotch ploughs. 
They are made wholly of iron. On smooth 
level grounds we have no doubt they work well. 
The handles being twice as long as our Yankee 
plows gives great lever power to the holder, but 
in our hard, uneven, rough and tumble soil the 
Yankee plough must be much superior to the 
Seotch. The seed department of Mr. Evans’ 
establishment was particularly excellent. Tho 
specimens of seed wheat which he shew us, and 
which took the premium at the last Provincial 
show at Kingston were uncommonly fine. The 
specimens of barley and oats were of their kind 
equally good, and we think" it would be an ob- 
ject for the farmers of Maine to obtain seed of 
him. 

An experiment made with vetches last rum- 
mer, succeeded admirably, as did also the Wind- 
sor, or *‘English Horse Bean” as we call them. 

But truce to our rambling. In our conversa- 
tion with Messrs. Evans, Senr., and his son, we 
obtained much information in regard to Cana- 
dian Agriculture, and brought us to the conclu- 
sion that a visit to that region at some earlier 
season of the year, and in a time of less hurly- 
burly and excitement would be productive of 
much information and practical knowledge, and 
as the time drew near for the cars to leave for 
Portland, we took our leave with a promise to 
call ‘‘again,’’ when we could see ‘‘theold folks 
at home,’’ and learn from actual inspection, the 
‘smanners and customs”’ of the farmers on the 
glebe itself. 

And so, good bye for the present to Canada, 
to its magnificent rivers—its broad plateaus—its 
social people, its pretty villages and solid eities. 
God willing we'll be there again ‘‘a taking 
notes,’’ 

“An’ faith we'll prent ’em.”’

Taz Stave Trape.. The New York Journal 
of Commerce states on the authority of the 
U.S. deputy marshals, that the practice of 
fitting out slavers at that port still continues, 
notwithstanding the efforts that have been 
made to break it ¥ The enormous profits 
accruing from the business, are more than a 
match for the terrors of the law. The business 
is conducted with great shrewdness. Experi- 
enced and sagacioos government officers say that 
the nefarious traffic may be broken up by so 
amending the law relating to the shipment of 
crews, that vessels engaged in the African trade 
shall take none but Americans. Such a regula- 
tion, it is believed, would inflict no insuperable 
hardship upon the twenty-five or thirty small 
vessels legitimately engaged in the trade. The 
crews of African slavers are invariably foreign- 
ers, mostly Portuguese, who are not likely to he 
troubled with conscientious scruples. Amegi- 
cans could not easily be induced to engage in 
slave trading, except under fulse representations, 
in which case the guilty parties would be ex- 


posed.

FIRE IN BRUNSWICK. 
On Wednesday evening about twelve o'clock, 
fire was discovered in the old building on Main 
street, in the vicinity of the Post Office, known 
as ‘* Washington Iall.’’ No fire which has oc- 
curred among us for many years, has equalled 
in devastation the present instance ; and but for 
the extreme tranquillity of the evening, an al- 
most unlimited amount of damage must have oc- 
curred. 
The building was the property of Gen. R. T. 
Dunlap, and 8S. Thompson, E:q. Mr. Dunlap 
was uninsured. Mr. Thompson was insured for 
$500. It was occupied by tour families, whose 
loss, though not appearing much in figures, to 
them was mach more than we can descrihe.— 
And while we may regret the loss of a few hun- 
dreds to a few wealthy men, let us not forget 
those, who, by the conflagration have been driv- 
en forth houseless and penniless. 
Mr. Ensign Eaton occupied the north end of 
the building asa barber shop. His furniture 
and tools were wholly consumed, and although 
we can give no correct estimate of his loss, we 
think it may he rising $90. 
Messrs. Johnson & Goddard, occupied the 
south end of the building as a confectionary, 
ice cream and ale suluon. Their insurance, we 
understand was quite heavy. 
Washington Hall, from which the building 
derives its name, was used as an armory, by the 
Brunswick Light Infantry. The loss is estima- 
ted by officers of the company at $800, about 
$600 of which falls upon **Uacle Sam.”’ 
From this building the flames communicated 
to the store owned by Mr. Parshley, and occu- 
pied in the basement by Mr. H. A. Thompson, 
in the second story by two families. Mr. Thomp- 
son fortunately saved all his goods, although 
many were much damaged. The shell of the 
building still remains, although in such a muti- 
lated condition, as to be searcaly worth repair- 
ing. The building was insured for about $500, 
making Mr. Parshley’s loss about as much more. 
In our judgment, the whole loss must be about 
$3000. [Brunswick Telegraph.

This convention is regarded here as a mere 
trace, for previous intelligence had authorised 
the expectation that some decisive action would 
have ovcurred between the government and the 
revolted forces, to the overthrow of one or the 
Our regular communication with Mex- 
ico has been seriously interrupted by the with- 
drawal of the steamer Texas from the Vera Cruz 
line, and the substitution of a poorer boat. 
This is unfortunate, as the next intelligence is 
anticipated with much solicitude, as likely to 
determine the fate of Gen. Comonfort, from the 
revolution in Puebla, instigated by the church. 
That news will probably come by the steamer 
Isabel to Charleston on the 13th via Havana. 

Before Mr. Morse—special envoy to New 
Granadu—left here there wasa fronk conference 
and good understanding between him and Gen. 
Heran, the minister of New Granada, as to the 
disputed questions proposed to be settled by the 
former's mission. No difficulty is apprehended 
concerning the reasonable indemnity for our 
losses in the Panama riot, or for the removal of 
the onerous tax on the transportation of mail 
matter. Other points involving protection to 
the railroad and security to lifeand property on 
the Isthmus, may embarrass the negotiation as 
tu the particular form in which these objects 
are to be attained. New Granada has, how- 
ever expressed a desire to reeoncile all differences 
on an amicable basis, and will meet the new 
Commission in a spirit of conciliation; the 
belligerent tone of the President's message to the 
contrary notwithstanding.

England in the last steamer. It is announced 
in diplomatic circles that a new ministry will 
not be sent during Gen. Pierce's term. Lord 
Palmerston will, therefore, emphasize his 
friendly overture by sending Mr. Crampton's 
successor to Mr. Buchanan. It was signified 
through Mr. Dallas, that a minister should be 
now appointed, if intimation was given from 
here, but Mr. Marcy declined.

TREMENDOUS SNOW STORM AT THE WEST. 

The Chicago Times of Dec. 6th, gives the fol- 
lowing account of the delay of railroad trains 
in censequence of # severe snow storm :— 

Since last Monday no mails have been re- 
ceived from Jamesville, and other towns in the 
interior of Wisconsin. ‘The cause of this delay, 
we learn, was a heavy snow storm, which took 
place on Tuesday night and Wednesday, com- 

letely blockading the railroads in that region. 
n many places the track is said to be buried 
beneath enormous drifts to the depth of from 
st to ten feet. On Tuesday morning last, Cun- 
ductor Tiffany started out of Jamesville with 
his tray at ten o'clock (on time)—crossed the 
river, wheeg he found an engine attached toa 
freight train off the track. Being unable to 
proceed, he ran back to the city, where he was 
obliged to remaitguring the day. [is passen- 
gers left the cars tad returned to their hotels. 
On Wednesday morning, Mr, T. again started 
his train on time, with three Jocomotives—the 
Wheeler, Marquette, and %, Puter—before it.

Servite Insunrection. Nashville, Dec. 8. 
The excitement regarding the attempted insur- 
rection of the negroes continues. Four of the 
ringleaders have been seized and executed at 
Dover. 


Cincinnati, Nov. 9. The Louisville Journal 
correspondence of to-day, says there is a great 
excitement at Franklin, Tennessee, owing to the 

rojected insurrection among the élaves there. 
Twenty-four muskets, and two kegs of powder 
had been found in the possession of a gang of 
negroes at Columbia, Tenn. In Perry, Tenn., 
fifteen negroes had been killed by their owners. 

The Evansville Journal of the 6th inst., learns 
that there was mach excitement in the neigh- 
borhood of Dover, on the Cumberland river, 
among the negroes many of the ring leaders had 
been arrested, and eleven hung. One white 
man disguised as a negro, had been sentenced 
to 900 lashes, but died before the penalty was 
fully inflicted. 

The whites are arming and organizing for de- 
fense. 

An opinion prevailed that a general uprising 
would take place among the negroes during the 
holidays. Escapes of slaves were unusually 
numerous, 

Nashville, Tenn., Dec. 10. There have been 
rumors current here of an expected insurrection 
among the slaves but all is quiet now. There 
has been no outbreak, and there is no anxicty| 
felt on the subject.

Pirrssurc, Dee. 9. The verdict of the Cor- 
ever’s jury has not yet tran¢pired. Several | 
witnesses were examined, who testified that the 
Cleveland train ran into the town of Alliance at | 
a fearful rate of speed, at not less than thirty-| 
five miles per hour. The conductor of the Fort 
Wayne train supposed that the Cleveland train 
would be checked in time, according to the rules 
of the road, but it seemed to increase in speed 
as it came forward, without sounding the whis- 
tle. When the collision occurced, it caused a!

200, while Hornsby had only 2 killed and 11 
wounded. 

Four days fighting at Massaya ended in the 
entire defeat of the enemy. 

Gen. Walker had returned to Granada, and 
after giving three days notice of his intention 
to allow time for the removal of valuables, fired 
the place, not leaving @ vestige of it. 

The inhabitants of Granada had removed to 
Rivas, with all their effects, which will hereaf- 
ter be the capital of Nicaragua. 

A naval battle had taken place between the 
Nicaraguan war schooner Granada, Capt. Pay- 
eon, and a Costa Rican brig-of-war, three times 
the size of the Granada. The Costa Rican vessel 
was tlown up, and all on board of her perished. 

It 1s estimated that the enemy have lost 3000 
men in various battles since October. 








FROM HAVANA, NICARAGUA AND KEY WEST. 


Cuarteston, Dee 13. Thesgteamer Isabel, 
from Havana and Key West, arrived here this 
evening. The steamship Tennessee arrived at 
Key West from San Juan on the 4th inst., with 
five thousand passengers and nine hundred 
thousand dollars in specie (80 says our dispatch. ) 
Thirteen of the passengers of the Tennessee died 
of cholera. 

Tue passengers say that the accounts from 
Nicaragua were that General Walker bad been 
driven from every place where he had obtained 
a footing, with the exception of the Transit 
route. ‘The last reports state that four hundred 
of his force, after fighting for nine days at Gran- 
ada, were surrounded by the Costa Rican, Sul- 
vador and Guatemala forces. General Walker 
was on board a steamer on the lake without 
communication with his army, and his men 
were suffering for the want of provisions and 
clothing, and were dying off by disease.

ARRIVAL OF THE ATLANTIC. 

The steamship Atlantic arrived at New York 
on Tuesday of lust week, bringing dates from 
Europe to the 26th, four days later than previ- 
ous advices. We make the following synopsis 
of her news :— 






Great Barrary. Mr. James Wilson has ad- 
dressed to Cyrus W. Field, Esq., of New York, 
an official notification that the British govern- 
ment engages to furnish ships to take additional 
soundings for the Atlantic telegraph, and to ver- 
ify those already made. Also, to furnish ships 
to assist in laying the wire; and further under- 
take to guaranty 4 per cent. upon the capital of 
£350,000, equal to £14,000 sterling, until the 
company’s earnings reach 6 per cent., after 
which the guaranty will be £10,000 per annum 
for 25 years, or such larger sum as the govern- 
ment messages amount to, if charged at the or- 
dinary rates of tariff; and the United States 
government make a similar arrangement. The 
messages of the two governments to be sent in 
the order of priority of recerpt. 

Faance. It is stated that Mr. Rothschild had 
entered into a contract with the Bank of France 
to supply it with 230 millions of francs, or say 
£11,200,000 in specie, to be made in monthly 
payments in the course of next year. 

Sparx. The last accounts from Spain state 
Malaga was perfectly quiet, but that rigorous 
measures of punishment had been resorted to. 
Notwithstanding te previous accounts that the 
affair bad no political object, but was merely got 
up for smuggling purposes, the Gazette admits 
that it took place at a moment at which the gar- 
rison was being changed, in order to relieve 
some of the garrisons in Africa; and it admits 
that the insurgents cried ‘* Viva la Republica!”’ 
The Espana says that the number of soldiers 
wounded was eight, and that the insurgents had 
from fifteen to twenty wounded, and three kill- 
ed; the Gazette does not say what the loss of 
the troops was, but states that of the insurgents 
five were killed and **some’’ wounded. 

Marshal Narvaez’s position and influence are 
entirely re-established. It is thought that an 
arrangement with the Holy See, concerning the 
church property already sold will be come to.

*+[a the general dearth of relwble intelligence 
the German journals are now, as ever, fruitful 
of ramors. The Augsburg Gazette publishes a) 
statement from Vienna, that Baron Bourquen- | 
cy proposes to settle the Bolgrad difficulty by 
‘splitting the diff-rence,’’ and making the fron-, 
tier pass north of Bulgrad, but south of the 
Lake Yalpak; but this proposal has not been 
deemed acceptable. The Univereal German Ga- 
zette, on the other hand, has a letter from Vi- 
enna, under date l4th, stating :— 

‘It has been announced that the Congress of 
Paris would not meet a second time, and that) 
the Commissioners of the five great powers 
would assemble at Constantinople to settle the 
questions now pending as to the Principalities, 
Bolgrad and the Isle of Serpents. This is quite 
wrong. Nuthing has been settled on the subject, 

-and the negotiations are still goingon. The ex- 
traurdiuary activity which prevails in the Rus- 
sian ship-building estatvlrehmenta of the Black 
Sea has long since awakened the distrust of Dog 
land, and that power has lately applied to 
France for the purpose of making a joint repre- 
sentation to Russia on the subject, it being no- 
torious that atghis moment the Czar has twelve 
men-of-war in the Black Sea. But it is believed 
that the cabinet of the Tuilleries bas not deemed 
such an application opportune at the present 
time.’ ’’ 

The first sitting of the European Commission 
entrusted with drawing up the regulations con- 
cerning the navigation of the Danube took place 
at Galutz on the 4th. Omar Pasha, the Turk- 
ish Commissioner, was nominated president.— 
The Comwissivn, on the proposition of the French 
representative, dispatched a French gan boat 
and a Turkish war steamer to the Sulina mouth 
of the Danube, to restore what is called the le- 
gal state of things. Difficulties were anticipa- 
ted, as‘the Austrian officials and Austrian troops 
are at present holding a position on the frontier. 
’ Vienna, Nov. 23. ‘Two persons, who know 
exactly how mutters stand, to-day state that 
the Bessarabian frontier question may be con- 
sidered settled, ‘tin so far as Bolgrad is con- 
cerned.”’ It was not said whether Russia had 

ielded, or whether England, Austria and Tur- 
oe had come to an understanding with France ; 
but the positive assurance has been given that 
New Bolgrad would eventually be ceded to Mol- 
dovia. The same may be said as regards the 
Isle of Serpents. 

Taz Nearouttan Question. Naples, Nov. 20. 
It is pretty certain now that nothing effectual 
will be done; a modified amnesty, will, after a 
long delay, be granted. His Majesty never will 
be brought to deny the convictions and change 
the system of twenty-five years’ growth. From 
this quarter, therefore, nothing is to be hoped. 
The Malacca, British war steamer, which came 
in on Saturday, is likely to remain here, at all 
events, until further orders, a fact which gives 
satisfaction, for though we are 1n a state of the 
most perfect tranquility, and the Liberals are 
resolved not to disturb it, all contingencies shguld 
be provided for. 

Other intelligence from Naples represents the 
King as entering upon a course of clemency, and 
it was expected that ‘‘an amnesty will follow 
those special acts of grace that have already 
been granted.’’ But it is added that the am- 
nesty will only be granted to those who leave the 
kingdom forever, or will allow themselves to be 

ut under the supervision of the police. Some 
Piette administrative refurms are likewise expect- 
ed in Naples. 

The Neapolitan Minister at Paris, the Mar- 
quis Antunnini, had received his passports.

Turkey. Marseilles, Nov. 24. By accounts 
of the 14th, from Cunstantinople, it appears 
that six hundred wooden houses had been des- 
troyed by fire at Pera. The authorities and Sis- 
ters of Charity had taken charge of the families 
who had been left without an asylum. 

Another extensive fire had broken out at Adri- 
anople. 

Advices from Bagdad of the 15th of October 
state that the cholera was committing great rav- 
ages there. 

Persia. The Paris Moniteur contains a com- 
munication from Teheren, dated Oct. 22, by 
which it appears that nothing positive waa 
known as to the fate of Herat.

In England business is steadily increasing, and 
it is the general opinion that the financial crisis 
is passed. It is expected that the Bunk will 
soon lower its rates to 6 per cent. 

The specie in the Bank of France is increasing. 

The bullion in the Bink of England has in- 
creased upwards of £200,000. 

The whole subscription to the Atlantic Tele- 
graph is taken up, and offers were made for 
more. 

The chief feature of the political news is the 
firm attitude assumed by Switzerland towards 
Prussia’s demands on Neufchatel, which are re- 
fused unconditionally. Austria, Bavaria, and 
Baden support Prussia. 

There is nothing new respecting the issue with 
Russia. 

It 18 confidently expected that the Peace Con- 
gress will reassemble soon. 

There is a rumor in Paris that Prince Albert 
and German influence is bucking a proposal re- 
specting Belgrade, now before the British gov- 
ernmeat, and so hampering the Munistry that 
they cannot act. 

The political news from France and Spain is 
unimportant. 

Latest advices from the East assert that the 
Persians had taken Herat. 

The steamer Kangaroo, from Philadelphia, 
arrived at Liverpool oa the evening of the 28th. 

The English Admiralty have ordered flutillas 
of gunbvats to join the reserve steam squadron 
at Sheerness, and await further orders. There 
was also unusual activity in the dock-yards, 
from which it is surmised that some noel dem- 
Onstration is about to take place. 

Some of the shipowners have been fortunate 
in selling at Marseilles the ships recently char- 
tered by the French Government. Among oth- 
ers, the clipper Ocean Herald has been purchas- 
ed for 13,000 by the house of Pastre, and the 
Queen of Clippers by Messrs. Ralli. 

Lieut. Pym, of Arctic celebrity, has laid be- 
fore the Royal Geograpical Society the plan for 
another search alter the survivors of the Franklin 
expedition. The London Times urges the Gov- 
ernment to discountenance such an expedition. 

A souvenir of an event in naval history has 
been presented by Admiral Wailis to the gin- 
room mess of the British frigate Shannon. The 
memorial consists of a box made from wood of 
the U.S. frigate Chesapeake, mounted in silver, 
and bearing the following inscription : 

‘Box made from part of a beam of the Uni- 
ted States frigate Chesapeake, captured in sin- 
gle combat by Her Majesty's frigateShannon, in 
Boston Bay, U.S., lst June, 1815. Presented 
tu the gun room mess of the Shannon, as a per- 
petual memorial of that action, by Rear Admi- 
ral Provo Wallis, senior surviving Lieutenant.’’

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 


The Report of the Secretary of War is voluminous 
and interesting. 

The authorized strength of the army is 17,894; the 
actual strength on the Ist of July was 15,562. The 
number of enlistments during the twelve months end- 
ing Sept. 30, was 4440; the number of persons offer- 
ing to enlist, but who were —— for minority or 
unfitness, was 6594. The number of casualties during 
the last fiscal year, by deaths, discharges and deser- 
tions, was 6096, of which 3223 were by desertion. 

The movements of the troops for the last year are 
related briefly. 3 

The Indian difficulties on the western plains have 
all been ruccessfully terminated, except with the 
Cheyennes, In Texas, though the military force has 
been reduced during the last year, there has been a 
considerable decrease of Indian disturbances. Itgng- 
gests the propriety of removing the fragmentary 
tribes of Indians in Texas to reservations on the 
United States lands north of the Red River, which 
would greatly reduce the expenditure for keeping 
them in subjection by rendering the maintenance of 
so many military posts unnecessary. 

The Indian war on the Pacific is ended. The pos- 
sessory rights of the Hudson's Bay and Puget’s Sound 
Companies are held by persons who owe no allegiance 
to us, but whose influence for evil is unbounded with 
the Indians. The Report suggests the extinguish- 
ment of these rights. 

The expense and embarrassment to the service re- 
sulting from the present policy of locating military 
posts in advance of settlement, and along emigrant 
routes acrozs the continent, continue to be seriously 
felt. ‘hey are manifested in the large amounts re- 
quired for transportation, and in the small garrisons 
found at most of the posts. The condition of things 
which led to the adoption of this policy originally, 
has entirely changed. It began when the settlers 
were rapidly pushing their way to the fertile regions 
in the valley of the Mississippi. The reports of 
reconnoissances submitted by the War Department 
during the last few years, show that with few excep- 
tions the country laying between the hundredth me- 
ri lian of longitude and the coast range of mountains 
overlooking the Pacific, is not susceptible of cultiva- 
tion with the aid of artificial means, and that it can 
never be covered by an agricultural population. The 
limit, therefore, has been reached beyond which 
civilization has ceased to flow in the train of advanc- 
ing military posts. A new post established in this 
desert region does not become the nucleus of settle- 
ment, from which in a short time provisions and for- 
age can be drawn, and the expense of transportation 
be thus reduced toa necessary supply of groceries, 
implements and munitions of war ; but all the heavy 
articles of subsistence must be procured froma re- 
mote market, transported not by water, but over 
roads made by the United States. 

The settlement of New Mexieo was begun long 
anterior to that of large portions of many populous 
districts in the States, yet to this day cultivation has 
extended jittle beyond the Red Bravo; and though 
Laramie and Kearney on the Oregon route, have been 
long established, there are no agricultural settlements 
about them. Though we have been in the habit of 
believing that the great basin of Utah presented a 
fertile oasis, recent events furnish much reason to 
doubt its capabi.ity to sustain any considerable popu- 
lation, depending on its own resources year after 
year. 

In view of these considerations, instead of dispers- 
ing the troops to form small garrisons at numerous 
posts, where we only exhibit our weakness to the 
savage foe, the Secretary suggests that within the 
fertile regions a few points accessible by steamboats 
or railways should be selected, at which large garri- 
sons should be maintained, and from which strong 
detachments should annua'ly be sent out into the 
Indian country during the season when grass will 
suffice for the supp»rt of draft and burden. These 
detachments would be available both to bunt up and 
chastise those tribes which had committed depreda- 
tions, and to give needful protection to emigrants to 
or from the Pacific slope during the traveling season. 
Experience has shown that sinall posts are nearly 
powerless beyond their ownlimits. Some of the most 
flagrant depredations have been committed on parties 
in the vicinity of-such military posts, and the in- 
ability to pursue and punish the offenders has tended 
to bring into disrepute the power and energy of the 


Linited States, whose citizens are the victims of pre- 
datory attacks. In nct, tcoo pucts velug avd 


points in the route of emigrants, affurd the Indians 
opportunity of observing each train which passes, 
and thus determine upon their future operations. 
Cavalry cannot be sustained in a state of efficiency 
du: ing the winter ; and without stables, grain and 
hay, which are almost impossible to procure, and then 
only at enormous cost. Infantry garrisons are less 
enpensive, because less forage is required. 

If sufficient garrisons were kept at all the posts 
now established for the purpose of making expedi- 
tions at any time among the neighboring tribes, it is 
not believed they would be equally effective with 
marching detachments of the same numerical strength. 
Their position would be known, their preparations 
for takiug the field observed, and a considerable force 
if necessary, could be left behind for the protection 
of the public property at each post. The instruction 
and discipline in quarters would be inferior to that 
of large garrisons, and the capacity of troops sud- 
denly emerging from quarters to begin forced march- 
es of pursuit, would be less than tha: of men inured 
by long marches and frequent bivouacs to bear fatigue 
and protect themselves against exposure incident to 
service in the field. 

The present policy of distribution also involves 
the frequent construction and abandonment of posts, 
and the employment of all the troops much of the 
time at constant labor, alike injurious to military in- 
struction and the contentment uf the men. It also 
involves the continual abandonment of a position 
soon after it has been made comfortable, which leaves 
the soldier without inducement for the srecrifices he 
may be called upon to make, and tends to increase 
the number of the desertions. 

Under the new policy suggested the troops would 
be comfortably quartered in the midst of civilization. 
Their summer campaign would be the field-practice of 
their profession, the temporary dangers and toils on 
which would give zet tothe soldier’s life, with a 
prospect of return to the comforts, association and 
means of instruction of a large garrison at a well- 
established post at a given time. 

It is believed that such an arrangement would 
make the service more attractive to persons of miliy 
tary spirit, and that the efficiency of the troops would 
be increased proportionately as the expense of sup- 
porting them would be diminished. 

The occupation of Algeria by the French is cited 
as a case parallel to our frontier services affording an 
instance of the practical working of a system similar 
to this proposed. A radical change in our army dis- 
tributions is invited, and legislation to carry it into 
effect is suggested. 

The sea-coast fortifications are progressing, but 
there is much yet to be done before many of the most 
important will be efficient. The fortifications for har- 
bor defense are held to be efficient, and reference is 
made to the failure of formff€ab’e naval armaments 
against fortified places inthe Black Sea and the 
Baltic, as showing conclusively that properly-con- 
structed fortifications are a sure reliance against the 
most formidable fleets. The Report urges the im- 
portance of completing the fortifications in progress, 
and of making liberal »ppropriations for new ones. 
Time is necessary to make them efficient, and it 
ought to be done while the country: is ina state of 
peace, because it cannot be done hastily except at in- 
creased expense, and then not reliably. 

The Secretary asks a law for liberal appropriations 
for armaments for new forts, improvements in small 
arms, and the accumulation of supplies of ammuni- 
tion. At the present rate of appropriaticns by Con- 
gress, it would require forty years to supply each 
mounted piece at the forts with a hundred rounds of 
ammunition; but as many needed fortifications will 
doubtless be built within that period, at its end our 
armament probably will not be more complete than 
now. It requires no argument to show that fortifica- 
tions without guns are worse than useless. 


The report recommends the substitution of wrought- 
iron for wooden gun carriages; asks for an appropria- 
tion for experimeuts to determine the expediency of 
mounting, in certain positions covering channels, 
guns of large calibre, to throw hollow projectiles of 
great diameter and weight, containing sufficient char- 
ges of powder to render a single one destructive of 
any vessel which it may penetrate. 

In order to simplify our field artillery, and increase 
the range and power of that arm preparations are in 
progress for a trial by the light artillery companies 
of four batteries of light 12 pounders, to be substi- 
tuted for the six pound batteries. 

The Secretary reviews his recommendation for the 
establishment of a national foundry for casting guns. 

The operations of the national armories have been 
restricted to the completion of new models fur small 
arms, and the alteration of the old models to the long 
ranged rifled arms, and to the preparations requisite for 
the exclusive manufacture of the adopted new model, 
which is a rifled arm, such as is commonly called the 
Minie rifle, with an improvement of the lock after 
Maynard’s plan. The atleration of the common flint 
lock to the self-priming has been effected to a limit- 
ed extent. The report recommends the alteration to 
this model of all the old arms of the United States, 
including those distributed to the Stater. There are, 
altogether, upwards of half a miilion, and the altera- 
tion recommended is absolutely necessary, to prepare 
the country to meet any sudden emergency. It also 
recommends a law providing for a beter system of 
accountability for arms furnished by the general gov- 
ernment to the States. . 

The Depa: tment bas not yet been able to determine 
whith, if any, breech-loading rifle is best to adopt in 
the service. 

The arsenals at Watervliet, N. Y., and Fayette- 
ville, N. C., are recommended to be used for arsenals 
of construction, for which an extension of the build- 
ings is required. 

The movements of the Military Commission sent to 
Europe during the late war are briefly detailed, and 
the courtesy with which they were treated by Russia 
and England acknowledged. In regard to France on 
this point the Secretary maintains a significant silence. 

Increased pay to the officers is earnestly urged. 
The increased number of resignations last year is 
evidently the consequence of the insufficiency of the 
present pay. The Secretary says there is surely no 
economy in a practice which must in the end drive 
the more active and intelligent from a service which 
they adorn, and in which their country especially re- 
quires them, to seek competent support in some other 
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at their bends the sacrifice so mary of 


them make to professional Pride and love for their 
country’s service and flag. 

The Secretary renews bis recommendation for a re- 
tired list of disabled officers, as indispensable to the 
efficiency of the servee. He also renews his recom- 
mendation that the Legislature estal.lish definite rules 
for the determination of rank and command, and for 
a legislative remedy for the continual frauds upon the 
service by the enlistment of minors, representing 
themselves of mature age. ‘ 

The new military roads for which appropriations 
have been made, are rapidly progressing, and money 
is asked to complete them. 

The report r ds that pensions be provided 
for the widows and orphans of officers and soldiers of 
the Army, the same as the Navy, and suggests legis- 
lation to improve and simplify the system of Army 
accounts. It details the matter in which the River 
and Harbor appropriations have been expended ; pre- 
sents a somewhat detailed account of the progress of 
the Capitol-extension, and other public buildings; 
narrates the Army movements in connection with the 
Kansas difficulties, in aid of the civil authorities; and 
concurs in the high commendation which the Com- 
manding General of the Department of the West be- 
stows on Lieut. Col. Cook and the officers and men 
who have so satisfactorily performed the duty impos- 
ed on them in Kansas.
